Can Sugar Prevent Heart Attacks? 


Since the production of cane 
and sugar is of such great import- 
ance to the Glades area, the fol- 
lowing article from the Sugar 
Bulletin is of interest to our people:

Population Growth Poses 
Problem 


Population experts have warn- 
ed that if the current trend in 
population growth continues thro- 
ugh the year 2000, the world cei 
will have climbed beyond a stagger- 
ing 7 billion people, double what it 
is today. With a great portion of 
the earth's people already under- 
fed, and population increasing 
twice a: t as agricultural produc 
tion, a very real possibility exists 
of a world plagued by hunger and 
famine before the end of the twen. 
tieth century. 

"So rapid is the growth of 
population, and so serious are its 
consequences, that ours may be 
the last generation to have a chance 
to cope with the problem on the 
basis of free choice," says John D. 
Rockefeller, III, chairman of the 
Population Council. His statement 
echoes the concern of many, who 
believe there is still time to create 
for all peoples opportunities for a 
full life, not just survival. 

The danger of famine is most 
al in underdeveloped coun- 
where rising births are al- 
taxing insufficient food sour- 

And the task of motivating 

=these countries to take the mea- 

=sures nece to achieve a bal- 
ance in population and food pro- 
duction is often obstructed by ig- 
norance and archiac customs. 
Nonetheless, people like U. S. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Orville Free- 
man believe the food producing

grow.” The ability and willingness 
pf the United States to assist the un 
glerdeveloped nations may be the 
‘orld’s best hope against hunger. 
Froo, it may well be the United 
tates’ first line of defense. 


Medical Association, which held its 
150th annual convention in Phila- 
delphia a couple of weeks ago, were 
told about scientific studies being 
made at the Philadelphia General 
Hospital to determine the most sig- 
nificant factors in the development 
of heart disease. 

“Dr. Sameul Bellet, chief of 
cardiology at Philadelphia General 
Hospital said coffee, tea and cola 
drinks are facts “of significant im- 
portance” and may be even more 
important than smoking in setting 
the stage for heart attack. 

“According to Dr. Bellet, the in- 
gredients common to all three be- 


tions which result in the breaking 
loose of f ids from their nor- 
mal storage places in the body so 
that they travel around in the blood 
stream. 

“The adherence of those fatty 
acids to the inner walls of arteries, 
accumulating over a long period of 
years makes the arteries narrower 
and less flexible — a condition doc- 
tors call iosclerosis. 

s conducted at the 
Philadelphia General Hospital, 
rises in the fatty acid content of the 
blood occurred in all patients after 
drinking caffeine-containing cof- 
fee. The studies also showed that 
putting sugar in coffee sharply re- 
duced the tendency of fatty acids 
to move into the blood stream. 

"The same thing would be true 
of the cola drinks, according to Dr. 
Bellet and people who drink the 
diet substitute for sugar reduce 
their intake of calories but end up 
with more fatty acids in their 
blood."

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Victory For Conservatives 


By their voting November 
8, Americans accomplished a 
stunning rollback of the Jobn- 
son administration's Great So- 
ciety. The Republican Party, 
which picked up 47 seats and 
8 governorships, is now in 
better shape than it has been 
for years. This is not to say, 
of course, that the conserva- 
tive struggle has been won. 
Whats happened is that con- 
servaties have achieved victory 
in a very important battle. But 
there are many key battles still 
ahead, chiefly the presidential 
contest of 1968. 

Nevertheless, with beavily 
augmented strength in Con- 
gress, the conservatives will be 
able to apply the brakes to the 
Johnson administration's waste 
ful programs. lt is unlikely, for 
example, that the Great So- 
ciety’ planners wil be able to 
extend tbe rent subsidy pro- 
gram or increase outlays for 
the War on Poverty. The 90th 
Congress should be able to im- 
plement constructive opposi- 
tion. 

The Johnson administration 
also is likely to encounter ef- 
fective congressional opposi- 
tion if it seeks again to enact 
new: “civil rights" legislation 
which benefits one privileged 
class of Americans while deny- 
ing the vast majority of Amer- 
icans their genuine civil rights 
1o law and order in the streets. 
Furthermore, the Johnson ad- 
ministration may realize thpt 
it cannot take extreme posi- 
tions on foreign affairs, such 
as aiding the Afro-Asian bloc 
in the United Nations in its 
demands for an extension of 
U. N. authority in Africa. The 
new Congress certainly is not 
likely to approve the spending 
of vast sums for U. N. adven- 
tures anywhere in the world. 

In the 89th Congress, con- 
servatives were stymied. The 
big liberal sweep in tbe 1964 
election reduced conservative 
numbers until they could only 
voice ‘protests but not block 
dangerous legislation. This sit- 
uation has been changed. Half 
the liberals elected in 1964 
were defeated at the polls. 

In this connection, it is im- 
portant to note that support- 
ers of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
lost as heavily as Johnson ad- 
ministration supporters. Sen.

Kennedy, who hoped to de- 
velop a bloc of satellite gover- 
nors and senators in prepara- 
tion for 1968 or 1972, suffer- 
ed a severe setback. 

The markedly conservative 
temper of the electorate may 
force Sen. Kennedy to revise 
his radical pronouncements. 
The 1968 situation will be 
complicated for him, in as- 
much as many Viet Nam war 
veterans will be home and vot- 
ing, and no doubt remember- 
ing Sen. Kennedy's talk about 
sending blood and medical 
supplies to the aid of the Com- 
munist Viet Cong. 

In geographical terms, con- 
servatives scored remarkable 
upsets. A Great Society sup- 
porter lost the Alaska gover- 
norship, for instance, even 
though Alaska was thought to 
be in tbe bag for Washington. 
At the other end of the coun- 
try, in Florida, conservative 
Claude Kirk, Jr. created an 
historical precedent by be- 
coming the first GOP gover- 
nor of that state in modern 
times. 

It was a bi-partisan victory 
for conservatives. In Virginia, 
Íor example, Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd, Jr. — who bears a fam- 
ous name in Old Dominion 
political annals — easily won 
reelection. Thus a proud tradi- 
tion of statesmanship will be 
carried on. 

Elsewhere in Virginia, con- 
servatives in both parties com- 
bined to elect one of their own 
to the congressional seat that 
has been occupied for many 
years by U. S. Rep. Howard 
Smith. Congressman Smith 
lost to a liberal in the Demo- 
cratic primary, but the liberal 
candidate, in turn, was de- 


feated in the general election. 

Perbaps tbe most import- 
ant election was in Califor- 
nia, tbe nation's most popu- 
lous state, where Ronald Rea- 
gan won with a margin of 
nearly a million votes, or 58% 
of the total. Mr. Reagan, a Re- 
publican conservative, ousted 
Gov. Edmund (Pat) Brown, 
who has been entrenched in 
California since he defeated 
former U. S. Sen. William 
Knowland in 1958. The special 
significance of Mr. Reagan's 
victory at the polls is that the 
Republican delegation to the 
GOP nominating convention in 
1968 will be a conservative 
delegation. lt also will be the 
largest delegation on hand. 

No established conservative 
figures lost in the Nov. 8 elec- 
tion, and conservatism gener- 
ally. gained a transfusion of 
new blood. The conservatives 
cannot afford to rest on the 
laurels won in the congression- 
al and gubernatorial elections, 
however. They simply have a 
base for constructive action 
and for greater organization. 

The country will not be safe 
until the Congress is steered 
by responsible forces and the 
execution of national policy, 
through the executive branch 
of the federal government, is 
in the hands of people who 
believe fully in national sover- 
cignty, states rights and con- 
servation of the financial re- 
sources of the citizen. To that 
end, conservatives will have to 
work hard between now and 
1968,

Thanksgiving (o Dia de dar 
Gracias) tiene su origen en cl 
Viejo Testamento que contiene 
varias referencias a festivales 
de cosechas. Mucho antes de 
ponerle medida al año, los 
habitantes del Nilo daban gra- 
cias anuales por el grano de 
sus cosechas que los proveia 
de alimento por varios meses. 
Tan importante eran estas cere 
monias que durante la guerra 
en la antigua Grecia, se deten- 
jan las guerras, daban una tre- 
gua para estas ceremonias. 

Tambien tiene su origen Am- 
ericano, costumbre que viene 
desde la llegada de los primeros 
peregrinos del Mayflower en 
1620, quienes despues de pa- 
sar un duro invierno, dieron 
las gracias por la cosecha de 20 
acres de maiz, 6 acres de tri- 
go. rye, barley y chicharos.

Asistieron 
mas de 90 indios quienes se 
quedaron durante los tres dias 
de festejos. 

Los Pilgrims o Peregrinos 
cazaban pavos salvajes y otras 


aves para sus celebraciones. 


En esta epoca los cazadores 

de la Florida tienen los may- 
ores cotos de toda la nacion, 
con excepcion de Texas, para 
la caceria del guanajo. Para 
adornar con estos sus mesas 
en Thanksgiving. 

Muchos cazadores prefieren 
el Big Cypress, al norte del 
Tamiami Trail Estos pavos 
salvajes son dificil de cazar. 
Se estima que el promedio an- 
val de 53,000 cazadores, pue- 
den coger de 18 a 20,000 pa- 
vos solamente. 

A los pavos les gusta lo 
mismo la cienaga, que los bos- 
ques y los campos. Para atra- 
erlos hay que dar el grito agu- 
do con que ellos cacareah.

Baptist Plan 
New College; 
Board Activated 


A new college was born 
Wednesday, November 9. At 
their annual meeting in Pen- 
sacola the Florida Baptist 
Convention voted to activate 
the board of trustees for the 
new Baptist college to be built 
in Palm Beach Gardens and 
to enter into a state-wide cam- 
paign to raise $1,000,000 for 
the new school. 

The 1300 messengers to the 
convention acted upon a mo- 
tion by the college committee 
of the Palm-Lake Baptist As- 
sociation to activate the board 
of 21 trustees thus enabling 
them to proceed at once with 
the development of the col 
lege. 


The trustees will hold their 
organizational meeting in Jack- 
sonville on December Sth at 
which time a chairman, vice 
chairman and committees ne- 
cessary to establish the college 
will be appointed. 

Among the trustees are Dr. 
Jess Moody, chairman of the 
local college committee, Rev. 
l. C. Walters, Jr., of Lake 
Worth, Mrs. James Nemec of 
Palm Beach and Dr. Donald 
Warren of West Palm Beach. 

Dr. Moody “said he was 
gratified by the decision of 
the convention. The college 
committee, he said, will now 
go forward to complete its 
campaign. in Palm Beach 
County to raise the $1,500,000. 
The amount raised thus far is 
$770,000. 

"This is the action that we 
needed.” Dr. Moody said. 
"Now the State Baptist Con- 
vention will, build the college. 
The college committee had 
gone as far as it could go in 
raising money without posi- 
tive action from the conven- 
tion. This gives us the author- 
ity we need to move ahead." 


In 1964 the convention se- 
lected the Palm Beach Gar- 
dens site donated by John D. 
MacArthur, president, Banke 
ers Life and Casualty and au: 
thorized a fund-raising cam- 
paign for $1,500,000. The 
convention heretofore had said 
that $1,500,000 would have 
to be raised before it would 
activate the board of trustees. 

Wednesday's action set the 
board of trustees in operation 
after $770,000 had been rais- 
ed.

Okeechohee Halted by Engineers 


Release of water from Lake 
Okeechobee to bring the le- 
vel of the giant shallow lake 
to a safe regulation stage has 
been halted by the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

Discharge of water down 
the Caloosahatchee River, 
which has been underway 
since Oct. 13, was discontin- 
ued Wednesday, Nov. 9 as the 
lake level came within range 
of regulation for this time of 
year. Discharge of water is 
stopped when the level of the 
lake reaches about 15.5 feet 
above mean sea level at this 
time of year. This is done to 
carry over an adequate supply 
of water for the following year 
which may be deficient in rain- 
fall. 

Level of the lake is held at 
about 15.5 feet above mean 
sea level during the wihter 
months and is slowly lowered 
to about 13.5 feet MSL dur- 
ing the spring to coincide with 
the area’s normal rainy season. 

Discontinuance of gravity 
discharge of water down the 
Caloosahatchee River coin- 
cides with the closing of the 
S-12 water control" structures 
between Conservation Area 3 
of the Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control Project 
and Everglades National Park.

TALLAHASSEE — Not 
every Florida hunter will bag 
his buck this year, however, 
there will be more deer har- 
vested this season than during 
any previous year. According 


to the Game and Fresh Wat 


er Fish Commission, there are 
more white-tailed deer in Flor- 
ida today than ever before and 
experienced hunters who have 
spent years in the forest real- 
ize how broad and impressive 
the white-tail's comeback has 
been. 


Fifteen ycars ago, Florida 
hunters harvested about 6,000 
deer; ten years ago they took 
an estimated 8,000. At tbe 
close of the 1965-66 season 
the estimated harvest was 
17,000 deer. The 1966-67 sea- 
son looks good and the hunt- 
er's take is expected to exceed 
that of last season by approxi- 
mately one to three thousand 
deer. 


According to the wildlife 
biologists, approximately twen- 
ty percent of the state's deer 
herd consists of bucks with 
antlers five inches or longer. 
Hunters will harvest about one 
half of this percentage or ap- 
proximately ten percent of the 
total deer population.
